LONDON, Sept, 14—t is belleved here
that the pollee, Ly the arrests of Bdward
Holl at Glasgow on BEaturday, J. Wallace nnd
John P, Kearney at Rotterdam and P J.
P, Tynan, ("No, 1" at Boulogne-sur-Mer,
France, have nipped & widespread dynamite
plot in the bud.

At Rotterdam, In addition to arresting
Wiallace and Keartey, the pollée captuied n
pumber of Infernal machines and a quantity
of correspcendence which Is sald to inerimi-
nate a number of pecple and which may re-
sttt In further arrcsis In the near future,

PBell was arralgned at the central pollce
court today and after the usual formalities
had been gone through with, the prisoner
was remanded until Wednenday next. The
alloged dynamiter, who seemed cool and un-
eoncernsd, was handoufed while in courl
and guarded by two especlally detalled po-
Meetien.

Bell is nbout 28 yenrs of age, of medium

bulld, wmlim, clean-shaven and of  sullow
complexion, He wore a soft hat and
wan otherwise dressed am an  Amerlcan

gentletinn. The people at the hotel where
Bell had stopped say that he was always
relf-absorbiod and pald Jttle attention to his
fellow guvkts, His pecullar maenner made
an unfavorable inipression upon the propri-
etors of the hotel, but in spite of this, they
sy they have no complaint to make regard-

Ang his behavior, and the arrest of thelr
guest was n surprise to them,

The prisonier has very little ta say about
his being taken lnto cuntody, The only in-
formation which he has thus far vouchsafed,
is that he is not a Dritish subject. Dell's
papers and other property are in the hands
of the pollce, who it 1s sald, have been shad-
owing him since his arrival at Glasgow.

The pollee attnch the utmost Importance
Lo the artests made dand are obierving the
Ereatest reticence on the subject, It ap-

ears, however, that the police oMelals
ave been cognixant for some tlme past of
the existence of a fresh dynamite conspiracy
und there Is no reasanable doubt that the
Information In the possesaion of the Scotland
Yard authorities Is of the utmost serious
chnracter, althiough it Is diflenlt to obtaln
definite feets at present,
PHRISONER TURNS INFORMBER.

The Globe, which lias elose relations with
the government, In a long leading editoriul
article this afternoon, Intimates that the
Arrests wire made on Anformation recelved
from one of the recently released 1elsh polit-
feal prisoners. 1t s added that this man has
also furnishied the authorities with valuable
evidence ln relation to the Clan-na-Gael, and
It 18 further statod that the governinent re-
eently reledsed several prisoners so as not
1o furnish nn extra' clew to the source of Its
nformaiion.

One of the most notorious Fenlan leaders,
It Is also sald, arcived in Great Dritnin trom
the United States several months ago aud the
Globe ot that time published an article
about hils presence, pointing out that there
was u general revival of Penlanism in prog-
resn. As o result of these disclosures, the
Globe claims, the Fenian loader alluded to
hastily returned to the United States.

Incldentally It was the Globe which first
proclalmed the Identity of the second man
arrested ot Rottsrdam as belng Johin F.
Kearney of New York, who s charged with
having been coneerned In blowing up the
Glasgow gas works in 1882, a deed for which
Teronceé MeDermott and others are now gery-
Ing scntences of imprlsonment for life in
l:ul'tlu.lill prison. Kearney esenped to New
York and it was sald at the time that his
ofcape wis winked nt by the authoritles. It
I8 further alleged that It was Kearuey who,
uhder the pretense of friendship, Jod Phelan
into the trap when Short, the buteher, nearly
stablied Phelan of Kansas Clty to death in

~O'Dotinovan  Howsn's  office  In Chambers
Blroet, New York, Kearney may now he
charged with the Glasgow outrige us well as
with particepating in the alleged present
movement.

A dispateh from Roulogne-sur-Mer, to the
Assocliuted press says that Tynan was ar-
ralgned there this morning before the dep-
uty pollce prasecutsr, The proccedings were
confined to furnishing evidenee of the ar-
rest and the establishment of the fdentity
of the prisoner, which tho latted fully ad-
mitted,  The Scotland Yard detectives were
pregent at these formalities and, eventually,

~ 4 the prisoner was remanded and tuken to the

town fall, while awalting the arrival from

London of the documents necessary 1o
brllng about his extradition,
Pynan, who scoms to have no Ides that

he wan shadowoed by Engllsh detectives from
the moment he landed in Europe, fecls his
‘l:oullluu keenly, He told his captors he

new that capital punishment awalted him
I he was handed over to the representat|ves
af  the Hritish government. It appears
that Tynan durlng hin  continentsl tour
passnd himsell as o gueen's MESKReNZer, or
royal courler, apnd clelmed that Bell, who
was travellng with him, was his secretary
Tynan assertod thet they were enroute io
Copenhagen with an autograph letter from
Queen Vietorla,

HAD PLENTY OF FUNDS,

During his stuy st Boulgne-sur-Mer,
Tynan showed overy evidence of being in
possession of plenty of money and of hay-
ing large funds to draw upon. He lived
well and his staple bevernge was cham-
pugne, secording to one account of the affair.

The Globe's advices from Houlogne-sup-
Mer say that Tynan's disguise was almost
eatiplete.  Hoe had shaved off his beard and
had otherwlge chunged his appearanee. The
Globe correspondent adds: ‘I knew bhim at
Kingston in 1580, and saw him at New
York In 1884, He ls now miuus hils whis-
kers and his moustache Is horribly palnted
black. He s attired in n lght tweed sult,
distinetly loud, and lke all Irlshmen of his
kind, It was hin tendency to brag aloud,
which led to his arrest,

It was at first thought that Tynan was
eonnected with the golng to Parls of anar-
chists who contemplated an upheaval while
the czar 1n In Paris. Bell, further particulars
show, ulso had plenty of money in his pock-
ele when arrested, but no oxplosives wers
found in his room At his hotel, Bell de-
aeribod bimself pe an Amerlean tourlst: he
looked the part to perfection,

The police of Glasgow received a telegram
from Scotland Yard insiructing them 1o fol-
low Beoll everywhere, and in consequence &
close witeh was sent over him.  Four hours
later Hell, the pollce roported, recelved a
telogram from Tynan giviong thoe lattor's ad-

United €tates’ Demand in the Competitor
Cases Not Granted,

PRISONERS WILL GO BACK TO HAVANA

Supreme (onrt of Naval Appends
Qunshes the Flirst Sentence
and Remnnds the Amerl-

enns for New Trials,

Antwerp states that the two 1rish Fenlans
sald to be nituralized American cltizens
arrived there three wooks ago and rented
A liouse In the suburb of Derchen. On Sat-
urday, the dispateh continues, the Rngllﬁh|
detectivea, who had been watching l.hvml
gltire their arrival to Antwerp, thelr th--l
parture from the United States haviog been
telegraphed to the Hritish authorities, the
hotse was surrounded by Pelglan police. |
But when the Bullding was entered it was |
found that It occupants were gone. A
laboratory, however, was discovered, fully
fitted with appliances and materials for the
manufacture of bombs and explosives,

The dispateh also Intimates that one of
thewe men has already gerved a term of tén
years imprisonment for complicity In dyna-
mite outyages,, The Scotland Yard authorl-
ties belleve that the men referred to in the
Antwerp dispateh are tne two persons ar-
reatod at Rotterdam, and incidentally, It is
now alleged that the men arrested at Rot-
terdam are Kearney apd Hines and not Wal-
lace,

Ulspatehes rocelved by the Assoolated
Press from Brussels toduy =ay that informa-
tion obtained there from reliable sources in-
dicates that the dynamiters whose Inboratory
waa discovered at Antwerp were not Fenlans
but anachists  whose alm  was  directed
ugilnst the cxar and It s known that the
police of Antwerp were Informed hy the
Scotland Yard duthoritioa that a plot was
in preparation to attempt to nesassinate the
czar, hence the discovery of the bomb lab-
oratory at Antwerp. Many bombs, it appears
had already been made, and the police know
that one of the canspiratora, who g bhelleved
o have fled to Bresiau, hos several infernnl
muchines with him. A later dlspateh from
Rotteriiam to the Associnted presas reports
that the men arrested there were In bed
when detectlvea entered their room. Many
Infernal machines were found In thelr pos-
geuslon together with a quantity of corre-
spandence In clpher, a key to which has been
dlscovered. The correspondence was read
and it is sald to have been plans for dyna-
mite outrages including an attempt upon the
life of Queen Victoria.

PLANS OF THE PLOTTERS,

A wseml-officlal communicstion upon the
subject of the rocent arrests of alleged dy-
namite consplrators was Issued this aftor-
noon. It says: “There has been within the
full knowledge of the Scotland Yard ofi-
fals for gome time past & gang of despera-
does buslly cngaged In America In prepar-
ing the ramifications for an extensive and
diabolical plot to perpetiate a dynamlile
outrage In this country and establish a
reign of terrer.  Chief Inspector Melville,
who has plaved so prominent a part in
tracing and arresting Fenlans, has been the
head of the Scotland Yard arrangements
for checkmuting the present plans of the
congpirators. Gradually and quietly o coms-
plete network was drawn around the plot-
ters, and the fact belng koown that they
were In Intimate communieation with Rus-
slan nibilists in the United States ennbled
the police to pursue, Investigate and dis-
cover what s belleved to be nbsolute evl-
denee that one of the most recent develop-
ments of the scheme almed at an cutrage
on the exar on the occaslon of his visit to
Eogland, The prime movers were Fenlang
in America, and when the plot had been
carried as far as possible there, Tynan and
thelr chief agents were dispatched to Hu-
rope to consummate the designs adopted.
Every precautlon was taken In shipping
them  separately and by diffarent routes.
The emissarles of Scotland Yard, however,
dogged thelr every movement.

“The pollee here now admit that the mon
arrested at Rotterdam, whose name was
first glven us Wallace, Is, In faet, John 7.
Kearnoy of New York. Edward Bell, when
arrested at Glasgow, had £160 In his purse,
In connection with the arrest of Tynan at
Nouwlogne, this man's relatives are being
shadowed at Klogsaton.'

The seml-offfclal communication then denls
with the arrests and capture of all the ap-
pliances, docum ents, ete., and continued; "It
was arvanged that Bell should go to Glasgow
to superintend a series of outrages in Scot-
land, the explosives necessary being sent
from Belgium as required.  Bell had fn hia
pockets between €300 and £400 ($1,600 and
$2,000) and Amerlcan letters of credit.  De-
viney, MeCulloch and MeCand, three re-
leaged dynamiters who are now In Glasgow,
have all heen closely shadowed since they
were released from prison. In 1885 MeCand
vielted Ameriea. It I8 considered probahle
that Bell will goon be removed [rom Glasgow
to London,

COMPLAINS OFF THE PARDONS,

The Times this morning publishes & long
letter from H. H, Howorth, complaining of
the release of the Irish political prisoners,
He points out that statisties show that
mortality Ip lunacy of prisons |4 less than
people outside of them and nsks "I the
wadness real or feigned?'

barity. In concluslon Mr. Howorth asks the
goverument to make a plain statement of
faots relative to the releiase of the Irish polit.
ical vrisoners,

A dispateh from Brugsels to the Assocl-
ated press shows that there was a woman
connected with  the  arrested  consplrators
The house at Berchom, the suburb of Ant-
worp, where the pollce found a laboratory
fitted with malerials and applisuces for the
manufactures of bombs and explosives, was
hired by a woman and the police are now
svarching for her.

The pollee algo found finger and foot fm-
prints upon the clay used by the bomb mak-
ore In fashloning the molds for the bombs.
It im believed that this fact will serve to
Identify the men who rented the house anpd
connect the right person with this feature
of the greal consplracy.

WEYLER SAYS 11 DID NOT SAY S0,

The World representative had an Inter-
view tonight with a Scotland Yard oflcial
intimately connected with the unraveling
of the latest dynamite plot, who could not
permit the publication of hls name, e
kald:

TYNAN GAVE HIMSELF AWAY.

“Tynan and hig accomplices were al our
mercy from the instant they landed In Eu-
rope.  We had full information from New
York of all their projects before they
started.  But even had we not been fore-
warned Tynan's proceedings on the con-
tinent would have attracted susplelon. He
was very flush with money and very fond of
champagne, with the resull that wherever
he met any English speaking person he
Indulged in wviolent abuse of England and
dark hinte of his deadly mission, together
with thinly welled alluslons to his own
identity. He and Hell, who tas  been ar-
restod In Glnsgow, spent a week In Paris
consorting openly with all Kknown Fenlan
extremists there, whom they entertained in
regal styvle, never ddsplaying the least sus-
piclon of being watched, g0 the work of our
oflicers In shadewing them was mere child’s
play. Bell was more regerved than Tynan,
whose swilgger he tried to restrain.  Bell
Is o typleal fanatle, but Tynan Impressed
our men as being what they call a ‘bounder.’
Just fancy, when Bell was in Glasgow ho
corresponded in the ordinary way through,
the post with Tynan on the continent. These
letters were, of course, at the mercy of the
Britlsh authoritles, who thus obtalned full
Information of the progress of the conspiracy.

“Tynan has been arrested formally on a
warrdnt lssued against him in 1882 for com-
plicity 1o the Phoonix park murder conspl-
rucy, but this s a mere temporary expe-
dient, as another warrant has now been
issuesd by the HEnglish government on the
charge of conspiring to causge dynamite ex-
plostons In thls conntry, and application for
extradition will be made on the latler war-
rant,

EXDIECTS AMERICAN INTERVENTION.

“We anticipate the extradition proceedings
will be prolonged 25 the Unlted States gov-
ernment Is certaln to Interview all the
men arcested clatming American citizenship.
In fact, Tynan has already applied for pro-
tection to the Amerlean ambassador at Paris,
Our belief 18 that extradition will be granted
and Tynan will be tried in this country, not
for the Pheonix park crime, but on the
spectile oharges on  which extradition |s
granted. 1 Know there are apparently con-
siderable legal obstocles to securing his
extradition, but our government offlcials are
confldent of overcoming thom,

“P'he diselosure of the arrests made wos
ruther prematore, resulting in the frustra-
ting of our plais for selzing the fifth man,

who took charge of the laboratory of ex-
ploglves near Antwerp In the absence of
Kearney and Haines at Rotterdam. They

went to Rotterdam to meet two more ac-
complices, expected from New York, who
will mlso be secured by us on thelr arrivael
if they poezess nuy Incriminating doecumenty
or materlals with them. We have no evl-

dence whatever supporting  the theory
sturted In the press  of these men
having I Mot ngainst the
czar. The object of the conspiralors was

simply to repeat the explosions of 1882-3 in
England, io the hope of causing the loss of
life and terrorizing the public mind.  If
Tynan i extradited I can promise you a
mosl sensational trial, involving revelations
concerning supporters of the extreme poliey
who have never before been suspected,
Bell will, In any case, be brought to irial,
but If the other three men are seont over
from the contlnent, all four will be ar-
ralgned at O1d Halley, London, together."

SENSATION IN ENGLAND INTENSE.

The sensation caused In England hy these
arrests 18 Intense und unlyersal, It hax
revived much of the former anti-Irish feel-
ing among the masses, which had been slum-
bering during the last few years, Polit-
feally, this new development It I8 held will
be most awkward for the Redmonites, who
have been playing assiduously to the violent
spection of the Fenluns, and must now elther
denounce them or forfelt the support of the
tory-unionlst party. Throughout Ireland the
disclosuro of the new dyvoamite plot has oc-
casloned utter amazement, as such methods
were belleved to be a thing of the past,

Accordinig to the paloce oficlale, the
audlence which 8ir  Philip  Currle,  the
Diritish ambassador, had with the sultan on
Friday last, resalted  In convincing  his
majesty that the fecllng ogaiust him In
Greal Hritain s much more intense than he
or his advisers have reallzed, and It was
intimated to him that Great Britaln, In
eertain eventualities, might be compelled to
take action, Independent of other powers, In
preveuting further disturbances lhere,

In spite of thix assurance, it Is notlceable
that thers Is a rencwal of serious anxiety
among ths forelgn portion of the population
that another outbreak will occur at a not
distant date.

The British vessels conrrylng Armenian
refugees nre guarded by the British war ship
Dryad while In these waters, in order to
prevent the arrest of their passengers by
the Turkinh authorities. The Dryad's com-
mander has recelved explicit Instructions
from the Hritish ambassador to resist any
interference with the rights of  British
vessels on the high seas,

The request of the Roumanian authorities
to permit Armenfan refugees to land in
Roumania hae created n very bad lmpression
In Buropean clreles, and may lead to serious
complieations later on.

The Joint commigslon of Furopeens and
Turks appointed to inguire Into the recent
muggacros and thelr origin beld its prelimi-
nary meeting on Saturday, but the fact that
most of the Armenians who could furnizh

18856, was based on his claim of mixed In
dinn parentage, which entitles him to elghty
aored under the provisions of the treaty of
1874, Hartman applied to the Duluth land
offlee In 1850 to enter this land with Porter-
field warrantg lssued under act of congross
and approved April 11, 1860, The applica-
tlon wasg rejected and Hortman appealed to
the Unlted States laond commissioner, who
upheld his subovdinetes and dismissed the
application to contest, The seerctary of the
Intetior reversed the decision In so far that
he ardered the local Innd officers to investl-
ate Hartman's case further. This was done
and the decision was adverse and, the gece-
retary of the interfor approving such deel-
slon, Hartman appealed to the courts and
the appellate court today sustained the War-
riti title, holding that the Indian serip hod
been offered and the land entered with it
prior to Huartman's application fer It, and
that the guestion of priority settled  the
whole case.
